“Bankers figure each dollar of re- 
serve bank credit can be turmed over 
10 times,” he went on, “and that 
makes the total of potential new 
credit in the period $12,000,000,000.”

WASHINGTON, June 2.—(UP)— 
A billion-dollar tax bill that meeis 
all. President Hoover’s requirements 
for balancing the budget was coni- 
pleted tonight by the joint senate and 
house conference committee and made 
ready for final congressional enact- 
ment hoped for by the end of the 
week. 

Working for 13 hours with but two 
brief intermissions, the committee 
completed: at 10:30 p. m., its labors 
on the measure which will levy heavy 
income and “nuisance” taxes upon 
virtually everybody in the countr~. 
It had begun work at 9:30 a. #&. 
Such speed on so important a bill 
unprecedented. 

The conference report, embodyiug 
the agreement on the various points 
in controversy between house aiid 
senate, will be filed with the house 
tomorrow. It is planned to take it 
up there Saturday. Final senate ar- 
tion may be possible the same dav, 
thus sending the measure to the White 
House for President Hoover's signa- 
ture by Saturday night. He is ex- 
Oo sign it intthediately. 

Along with contemplated economies, 
the bill will balaneé the budget. it 
was announced by the conferecs. 
Otherwise they were pledged to se- 
crecy until their report is filed with 
the house tomorrow. 

It was learned, however, that the 
senate’s 1922 income tax rates were 
retained in the final draft. 

Tariffs on oil, coal, copper and 
lumber also were left in the bill bv 
the committee over the protest of some 
of the house conferees who urged 
elimination of the copper and lumber 
duties which the house did not include 
in its measure.

Removal Demand Procedure 


In Walker Case Explained

* NEW YORK, Jone 2.—Should the 
necessity arise to put up to Governor 
Roosevelt the question of removal 
from office of Mayor Walker, of New 
York, what would be«the procedure? 

Would the Hofstadter legislative 
committee, before which the mayor 
testified last week, recommend to the 
governor that he pass on the case of 
the mayor? Or must any recommen- 
dation come from Samuel Seabury, 
former justice of the state supreme 
court and special counsel for the.com- 
mittee? , 

Newspaper readers throughout the 
country, who followed the accounts 
of Mayor Walker's exafhination with 
interest, are in many instances puz- 
zlied regarding the procedure. 

The procedure followed in the Hof- 
stadter committee is that customarily 
followed by legislative committees. 
The committee has the power of sub- 
poena and all the investigatory powers 
of the legislature, which are very 
sweeping, and is not bound by the 
rules of evidence which would be ob- 
served in a court. 

Charges against Mayor Walker may 
be preferred by any citizen. Mr. Sea- 
bury has not yet said whether he in- 
'tends to bring charges personally, but

If charges are filed, the 
governor may request the mayor for 
a written answer. He may appoint 
a commissioner to hear the testimony, 
direct the attorney-general to make an 
investigation, or hear the charges him- 
self. Of course, he also has the 
power to dismiss the charges. The 
governor likewise has the power to 
suspend the mayor for 30 days on 
receipt of charges, pending his final 
decision. 

There are seven republican mem- 
bers and four democratic members: of 
the committee, four members being 
ex-officio. Of these ex-officio mem- 
bers, Speaker McGinnies and Senate 
Leader Fearon are republicans, and 
Senate Leader Dunnigan and Assem- 
bly Leader Steingut are democrats.

TAMMANY RALLIES 
TO. BACK WALKER 


New York Mayor, If 
Ousted, May Not Seek 
Return to Office.

NEW YORK, June 2.—(#)—Tam- 
many Hall, while awaiting Samuel 
Seabury’s next move against Mayor 
Walker, is standing loyally behind its 
chief city offieeholder. 

No repudiation of Walker is 
planned, Tammany leaders let it be 
known today. 

Since the mayor’s two-day appear- 
ance before the Hofstadter legislative 
committee, the organization’s spokes- 
men have maintained emphatically 


that no wrongdoing on Walker's part 
had been uncovered by-~ the inquiry 
board or its snowy-haired counsel. 

‘There have been reports Walker, if 
ousted, will seek vindication at the 
polls. In Tammany circles it was 
learned, however, that there is a pos- 
sibility he will never be a candidate 
for the mayoralty again. 

In the event of removal, the mayor's 
chair would be filled by Joseph V. 
McKee, president of the board of al- 
dermen, for the rest of the year. 

In November a new mayor would 
be elected for the rest of Walker's 
term, one year. Walker himself could 
not be a candidate at that time, be- 
cause of a law which prohibits a 
removed official running again until 
his original term has expired. 

In the November, 1933, election, 
however, he could seek the place he 
had lost. 

Several Tammany leaders pointed 
out, in this connection, that Walker 
already has had two terms; that it 
has been a policy of Tammany not to 
sponsor a mayor for a third term; 
that no Tammany mayor ever has 
been elected for a third term, and that 
Walker himself declared against viola- 
tion of this policy in his primary fight 
with Mayor John F. Hylan in 1925. 

As Seabury left for Pennsylvania 
to deliver an address he said Gover- 
nor Roosevelt had not requested a 
transcript of the testimony referring 
to the mayor. 

At the inquiry board's headquar- 
ters it was said the committee coun- 
sel planned to take no immediate ac- 
tion in the Walker case. 

“Seabury Strategy” Seen. 

This was regarded in some quarters 
as “Seabury strategy,” so that at some 
future date he might preface charges 
against Walker with the statement 
that as no request for the transcript 
had been made by Roosevelt, he felt 
it incumbent upon him to take the 
initiative as a private citizen. 

On the other hand, the governor's 
attitude throughout the 14-month in- 
vestigation has been, that his position 
in the situation is that of a magistrate, 
who may be called upon to pars judg- 
ment on charges brought against of- 
ficials; and whose neutrality must be 
strictly preserved. 

Seabury has stated publicly his be- 
lief that he has uncovered facts war- 
ranting Walker's removal. There is 
little doubt but that he will make 
such a demand eventually. When he 
does, Tammany may urge the gover- 
nor to place the charges in the hands 
of a commission headed by some 
prominent lawyer or retired jud,e. 

Interest was revived in_ political 
circles today over the case of Thomas 
J. Farley, who was ousted by Roose- 
velt as sheriff after Seabury had filed 
charges against him. 

Farley, one of the most powerful 
and popular of the Tammany district 
leaders, is extremely desirous of run- 
nivg. again for sheriff next year. 

ere is one group in Tammany 
that favors allowing him ‘to seek yin- 
dication in that manner, especially in 
view of his acquittal of criminal 
charges, growing out of the revelation 
of his large unexplained bank de- 
posits. 

Another group insists, in both the 
Walker and Farley cases, that _ re- 
gardiess of whether an official is 
guilty of accusatioiis made against 
him, the organization should not have 
to apologize for a candidate while it 
seeks support for him. 

Curran Probe Asked. 

Echoes of the Farley case wéfe also 
heard in another quarter. 

Governor Roosevelt, applying the 

eae upon which he removed Far- 
e¢y—that an official should explain 
his bark deposits—ordered another ac- 
eounting of the financial affairs of 
Under-Sheriff Peter J. Curran, of New 
York county.

Roosevelt, however, ordered the 
sheriff to check back Curran’s finances 
as far as 1925.

On the night of December 14, 1930, 
the Early county sheriff was called 
upon to arrest Edgar Jenkins, a 
negro, accused of an assault upon two 
‘small white girls. Hitherto every 


negro accuse? o; such a crime in 
Early county had been lynched, ac- 
cording ‘to records. 

Sheriff Howell went to the home 
of the father of the two children and 
exacted a promise from the parent 
not to say anything about the crime 
until he had placed Jenkios under ar- 
rest. Within three hours Sheriff 
Howell had the negro'in jail at Blake- 
ly, a confession from the accused 
man clearing away all doubt, and be- 
'fore the news became generalHy known, 
he had taken the negro to jail in an- 
other county. 

As soon as the crime became known 
thréughout the cotnty great excite- 
ment prevailed and talk of lynching 
was current. But with the negro 
safely in jail, Sheriff Howell request- 
ed the circuit judge to call a special 
term of court to conduct an early 
trial, The judge informed the sheriff 
that he would not convene euch a 
court unless he had reasonable assur- 
ance that the prisoner would not be 
molested when brought to Karly coun- 
ty for trial. Thereupon Sheriff How- 
ell called a mass meeting at the court 
house, including even those whom he 
recognized as most likely to agitate 
a lynching mob. At the meeting the 
sheriff frankly laid before the citi- 
zens the harmful effects of mob law 
and got the pledge of every man pres- 
ent to support him in preventing an 
outbreak of violence. 

trial was called immediately, 
with the courthouse guarded by 
large deputization of citizens and the 
negro, although he had confessed, was 
represented by three attorneys ap- 
pointed by the court. He was con- 
victed and sentenced to be electrocuted 
January 16, 1931, on which date the 
sentence was executed. Immediately 
after the trial Sheriff Howell con- 
veyed the negro to jail in another 
county where be was kept until his 
removal to the state prison. |

“From the beginning to the end of 
this affair Sheriff Howell kept his 
own counsel, taking no one into his 
confidence as to his handiing of the 
matter.

Solicitor’s Offices Pre- 
pares Bills Carrying 
Possible Death Penalty. 


Indictments carrying the possibility 
of the death lty for the three 
men charged with the bombing of the 
Georgia theater will be presented to 
the grand jury today, with the recom- 
mendations of the _ solicitor-general’s 
office that true bills be returned. 

Prosecuting authorities Wednesday 
moved to promptly set legal machin- 
ery in motion to bring to trial the 
trio arrested early Wednesday as the 
result of the latest of several danger- 
ous explosions in the downtown thea- 
ter, and in the event conviction re- 
sults and juries do not recommend 
mercy, the trio faces the extreme 
penalty. 

The three men are J. Royce Means, 
633 Parkway drive; Harmon Moseley, 
365 Cherokee place, and Mike Car- 
michael, of 275 Georgia avenue. Ac- 
cording to the solicitor-general’s office 
Thursday night the bills being drawn 
against them will under section 
785 of the code, which carries the 
death ‘penalty on conviction of bomb- 
ing a place of business or place in 
which persons reside, and under sec- 
tion 787, which provides a 1-to-20-year 
penalty for bombing a place where 
people are congregated.

“somewhere in Atlanta” or its nearby 
fringes. 

No Fulton County Trucks. 

Thursday night two large trucks 
picked up more than 100 of the strand- 
ed marchers and hauled them to a 
camp two miles north of. Decatur. 
Sixty-nine negroes and one white man 
were picked up at College Park by a 
truck belonging to the Montgomery- 
Atlanta Freight Lines, while 36 other 
white veterans were hauled to the 
DeKalb camp by a truck owned by the 
Hoover Motor Express, of Stewart 
avenue, The other veterans, mostly 
negroes, were being sought in the vi- 
cinity of Atlanta to be removed to the 
improvised concentration camp. 

Any of the marchers who remain in 
this vicinity until 7 o’clock this morn- 
ing were to have the opportunity of be- 
ing transported to the Decatur limits 
y city trucks, according to Acting 

ayor J. Charlie Murphy. . 

e Fulton county commission was 
adamant in its attitude toward ex- 
tending any of the county’s facilities 
to aid the marchers. Chairman Wal- 
ter C. Hendrix announced emphati- 
cally, upon being informed of the 
resence of the former service men in 
‘ulton county, that no Fulton coun- 
ty trucks would be furnished them. 
The attitude of the county officials 
was epitomized when Chairman Hen-} 
drix added: 

“They can walk through Fulton 
county if they want to, and we will 
send policemen along to see that they 
behave themselves while they are walk- 
ing.” : 
Nevertheless, when the white mem- 
bers of the Louisiana detachment 
reached Fairburn and were met by 
county policemen, they were given 
“lifts” in Fulton county police cars 
as far as Fort McPherson, while the 
100 or more negro veterans were left 
to shift for themselves. And the white 
marchers, upon their arrival at the 
local army post, found no delegaion 
awaiting to welcome them. Only a 
stern-faced sentry walking guard duty 
in measured paces at the entrance 
gates to the post greeted them there, 
for this was headquarters post of the 
southeastern division of the regular 
army, which serves without bonuses. 

From Fort McPherson the move- 
ments of the score or more of white 
veterans became uncertain. They were 
variously reported ‘as having hoofed 
it on in to Atlanta to the city hall, 
but no one at the city hall saw them; 
or having congregated on the line of 
the city limits of Lee street, but they 
were not to be found there, either. 

Méanwhile the negro veterans, ma- 
rooned in Fairburn, shuffled up the 
“big road” in the direction of Atlanta, 
facing the gloomy prospect of a long 
hike to where, they knew not. 

Sims Urges Assistance. 

H. V. Benton, general manager, and | 
Frank Grizzard, counsel for the Mont- 
gomery-Atlanta Motor Freight Lines, 
both former service men, heard of the 
plight of the stranded Louisiana de- 
tachments and anounéed that the 
company would furnish two. of its 
large trucks to haul both white and 
negroes as far as the Gwinnett coun- 
ty line.

IN BONUS MARCH 


Petition To Force Vote 
on Patman Cash . Pay- 
ment Has 118 Signers.

WASHINGTON, June 2.—(4)— 
The government today turned an in- 
quiring eye on communistic activities 
as thousands of war veterans marched 
and rode toward the nation’s capital 
to demand immediate payment of their 
bonvp. 

A tented city was arranged to house 
the farmer soldiers who were on the 
move in Texas, illinois, Michigan, 
Pennsylvania, New Jersey, ware, 
Maryland, Ohio, Louisiana, Florida 
and Oklahoma. 

Government enforcement agencies, 

who cannot under the law do more 
than observe the communists’ actions, 
are turning over to police in cities 
through which the marchers pass, 
their reports which indicate that the 
communists have seized upon the 
movement to promote their doctrine. 
. Leaders of the veterans already here 
—some 600 billeted in vacant build- 
ings and an estimated 900 more 
“floating” through charity houses— 
vehemently deny that communists have 
inspired their march. They are lobby- 
ing in congress for signatures to the 
Patman petition to call the bonus bill 
up fer a vote. They obtained 16 to- 
day. The petition now has 118 of the 
necessary 145 signers. 

Meanwhile, Brigadier General Pel- 
ham D. Glassford, superintendent of 

lice, asked detectives to contact 

manuel Levin, a communist leader, 
and “invite” him to confer with the 
police head on his activities in Wash- 
ington. 

Levin, who came here from New 
York yesterday, claims the bonus 
march originated with the Workers’ 
Ex-service League, a communist af- 
filiate. 

A midnight show will be given in a 
local theater tonight to supplement 
funds to feed the veterans, Tags will 
be sold at a wrestling match. Glass- 
ford has about $400 now. He is feed- 
ing the campers on 6 cents a day. _ 

Thus far there has been no dif- 
ficulty or disorder. 

Press and private reports to police 
say more than 5,000 veterans have 
started or are about to. start for 
Washington. All are expected to ar- 
rive within 24 hours. : 

In addition, groups were forming in 
scores of widely-seattered cities from 
coast to coast, preparing to start be- 
tween now and Sunday. 

Questioned by Representative Ra- 
gon, demoerat, Arkansas, as to what 
he thought of the bonus advocates who 
came here from the coast to support 
the Patman cash payment bill, Secre- 
tary Hurley said today. 

“When people leave their homes to 
come to Washington to lobby for en- 
actment of legislation, I don’t think 
the government should pay for their 
transportation here and pay for their 
food and lodging. If you encourage 
this you'll have everybody in the Unit- 
ed States coming to the District of 
Columbia.”

TOKYO, June 2.—There is abso- 
lutely no danger of war between Ja- 
pan and soviet Russia, Viscount. Ma- 
koto Saito declared today in one of 
his first statements on foreign policy 
since he assumed the premiership last 
week. 

“The Japanese government. has 
stated repeatedly that no danger of 
war with the soviet union exists,” 
said the premier, who also presides 
over the foreign office. 

The viscount accused “a consider- 
able and influential section of Amer- 
ican and European opinion” of being 
too hasty in criticizing Japan’s course 
in Manchuria and Shanghai, and 
hinted that possibilities might impel 


the Tokyo government to withdraw | 


from the League of Nations. 

“It is impossible to say,” he as- 
serted, “that withdrawal from _ the 
League might not under some circum- 
stances be the right course for Japan 
to pursue. But I hope such circum- 
stances may not arise. Japan will, of 
course, fulfill her pledges as a mem- 


ber so long as she remains one.” 


On the subject of Russian rela- 
tions, the premier deelared that “the 
attitude of the soviet government re 
specting affairs in Man¢huria has 
been perfectly correct, and we only 
wish that the soviet + government 


might see a way to repose such a 
furthe. meéasufe of confidence in Ja- 
pan’s sineerity as: would enable the 
soviet. union .to discontinue all con 
centration of troops in the far east.

ANGER to our country is to be apprehended not

It 
would be well to interpret present conditions in this 
light and help each other in the good old pioneer way, 
as we pass through them. We are going to renew our 
stake in the land; for the land is the foundation of 
the economic security which we seek.

Ten years ago we started seven village industries 
on small water power sites, all within twenty miles of 
Dearborn, our purpose being to. combine the advan- 
tages of city wages with country living.

Excellent as village industries are, they do not really 
bring industry and agriculture together. For a long 
time now I have believed that industry and. agricul- 
ture are natural partners and that they should begin 
to recognize and practice their partnership. Each of 
them is suffering from ailments which the other can cure. 
Agriculture needs a wider and steadier market ; indus- 
trial workers need more and steadier jobs. Can each be 
made to supply what the other needs? I think so.

ST. LOUIS, June 2.—(#)}—Receiv- 
ership for the Mobile & Ohio railroad.

Ernest E. Norris, of 
St. Louis, executive vice president of 
the road, was suggested as one receir- 
er by counsel for the railroad, and 
the court was asked to name Con- 
gressman John MeDoffy, of Monroe- 
ville, Ala.. democratic whip) in the 
house of representatives at Washing- 
ton. as co-receiver, effective July 1. 

The suit against the railroad. which 
operates 1,152 miles of track. was 
filed by Gatch, Tennant & Companr, 
which listed an overdue debt of $6,853 
for premiums on insurance sold to the 
railroad company. The outstanding 
indebtedness of the railroad was given 
in the suit as $38,280,048.
